In 1955 I will cdlebrate my silver jubilee 
three, years from this summer. So as prepara- 
tion for it, I am going to strive to practice 
the different virtues of our father's spiritual 
Testament. Faith - sacrifice ~ union - and the 
last year ~ God alone! This year my energies 
are being exerted in the exercise of faith. 
Seeing Him in all things - believing in Hin, 
relying on Him alone. I long ago ceased to 
rely on creatures.

Even 
the presumably holy are full of weaknesses and 
cannot be trusted wholly. ‘ell could the 
Psalmist say: "Who is man that Thou art middful 
of him?"

There are birds of many 
species and I just love to watch them. [Even 
the lovely fleecy clouds that move about in 
the sky have a thought to whisper of God and 
His love, Ye have a very nice garden, with 
lilies and roses and bushes - I had it made 
for the sisters since I came here. We had 

no place to recreate outside with all the 
grounds here. In the corner of it is a 

statue of Jur Lady. I made a bargain with 
here she'd have a prominent place in it, if 
my plans went through. They did, and she was 
the first. one in it. 


We fixed up the old boys! hall for a gym, that 
was St. Joseph's task, he isn't finished yet 
but he has done a good job so far, H2 helps 
me magnificently in everything I do. 


Do you think you will ever be up this way 

agair? I'd sure love to see you, it seems 

there are so many things you'd understand 

that others do not. But then that is precisely 
where faith comes in, Seeing Him, when we @annot 
see humanly speaking. Then too, faith is so much 
more sure. The more I go, the less I want any- 
thing that is not pmrely God. I have suffered 
many things I cannot write about. God really 
has me in the dust, I must look to Him with 
complete trust if my helplessness. It ssems to 
me I could talk my soul out if you were near, 


but you are not, so I will content myself with 
what has already been written, and thank Him 
forthe opportunity to do that. 


In your great fervor please continue to remember 
my needy soul. Your Paternal kindness will never 
be forgotten, May you be blessed in your

wonderful work for God, anc may He sustain you 
in all your trials.

I beg your pardon for not having the report you asked for 
ready sooner, and hope it meets with your aproval . 


Have you wondered why I havent written you lately ? I am not 
sure myself, but one reason has been many times that I felt you 
were too bussy or your superiors would object to what I wrote. 

Ofcourse many times I feel that I should speak with you 
about certain spiritual problems , like for instance I have a very 
hard time to make up my mind to go to confession . Sometimes I wait 
3-4 weeks before I go,although I have the opportunity to go during 
masse almost every morning. Here I always find the excuse that I 
should devote my wholeself to Holy Mass and the preparation for Holy 
Communion. But right now I fénd it se hard to know what to confess. 
I have told you my very sad problem in my mariage,because my hus- 
band is not willing to act according to the Will of God . This is 
becoming a greater suffering for me every day,because more™more 
H realize how much Our dear Lord is offended, and I am the tool 
that is used to do it . Can you see how terrible that is for me? 
And when I act passive like I have been told in confession to act, 
my husband tells me, I am a good housekeeper but not a good wife, 
So this is naturally my biggest intention ,outside the Guild's for 
the Masses, because Our Lord must stop to be so grieviously offended 
in my home.I love Him so much and want to please Him in all things, 
and I can't even keep my own family from hurting Him . I have offered 
all my suffering in the last two months in reparation for these 
sins and to save the soul of my husband. He continually interprets 
the laws of the church and God’ to suit his own needs,and thinks he 
is excused because he has had 6 children.I told him that I would 
rather die than to offend our Lord in this way. He respects me a 
little for this and treats me much better, but he can not understand 
why I can't see it his way. Please help me Father !! 

Now I will tell you how very good Our dearest Lord has heen 
to me , also our dear Blessed Mother. Even though I do not deserve 
it they are teaching me in the most wonderful way and consoling me 
also. Holy Mass and Holy Communion are such a wonderful consolation 
for me, so that I am willing to promise them anything as long as 
they give me the strength. I only have to think of Holy Mass going 
on somewhere in the world and I find myself 1ifted in the most 
wonderful way, that makes me feel that I am really taking part in 
it. In this way ofcourse I often make a spiritual Holy Communion, 
which is always such a source of consolation and strength for me . 

I underatand more and more to offer my dispositions with those of 
Our dear Lod during Holy Masa like you have taught us . 

I thought as my director you would like to know what is 
happening to me spiritually 3? 

Could I burden you-with a little with my childrens problems ? 
Thank you .Johnnie who is graduating from Highschool in June is 
having a real struggle with himself because he has to decide what he 
will do in the future. Sometimes he foels the urge to become a priest, 
and he has really been earnestly praying for the grace.Yet he also 
realizes how much he would have to change his way of living. I think 


he is considering the Carmelites if the priesthood at all. C2oull 
it be that my prayers for vocations in my family could be shifted 
to Johnnie, who has caused me the most worry in the last two years. 
At least he is gemerous and humble and very childlike in his re- 
lationship to God. He is trying to practice what you told us during 
the last meeting; that we should never look back and say; God can 
not love me, because of what I have done in the past. It seemed 
to help him a lot when I told him that he could make a fresh start 
every hour, or as often as he wanted to. May I please ask you to 
pray for him. Our Lord saw fit the last week to put him in bed sick.- 

Aloysius is still unsettled in his third year at Loyola. 
He told me the other day , that it bothers him more and more to see 
sin in Motion pictures , television, and at work. That is a good 
Sign , isn't it 7? 

Cecilia considers herself engaged to a young man who is 
in Korea. At the present time he is taking instructions to become a 
catholic. He wants to marry her when he gets back this fall or 
winter, but she is willing to wait a little longer,because he will 
have to stay in the service another 24 years,although he will be 
stationed in the U.S. I have asked the Blessed Mother to lead both 
young people according to the will of her Devine Son. Yet this 
is ofcourse another one of my mass intentions, please.-- 

The two youngest children are good, but very lively. 
Maria is a good and moraly strong child; the mms in C.G.H. like 
her very much. Perhaps we will have a vocation in her. Yet she is 
only 158. There is plenty of time. 


Thank you so very much, dear Father for letting me tell 
you all of this. This makes it seem like old times.- 


May Our dear Lord and His Most beloved Mother bless you 
in a special way for being so kind te us.This is my constant prayer 
at Mass and Holy Communion.

Rev. dear Father: 


I wanted to write to you before this, particularly before the 
anniversary of the death of your dear mother. I had her enrolled 
in three novenas of Masses which will be said each month for a 
year at 4a Salette shrines. I prayed especially for her on the 
anniversary of her death. 


Thank you for your letter. I have been waiting for more news from 
you but I know that you are kept busy. 


Christmas this past year was one of the happiest I have ever had. 
Through the prayers of my own dear mbther, God granted me many 
and special graces on that day. I had the privilege of preparing 
two of our girls for baptism before Christmas; at the procession 
to the drib before Midnight Hass, the older girl, a junior in 
high school portrayed the part of our Blessed Mother, the younger, 
an eighth grader carried the Infarit, At Commumion time, both 
girls approached the alter led by one of their classmates dressed 
as St. Gabriel and in company with seversl others dressed as 
angels, It was a most beautiful sight - and it was such a privilege 
tc have these two puré souls to offer to our Infant King, The 
entire day of Christmas was poent in close union with our dear 
Lord; i had the privilege of atlending seven Masses; of making 
almost tww hours of adoration before midnight Mass, co during the 
afternoo: and” then we had Benediction of the Tlessed Sacrament. 

It was 4 day of Heaven and I enjoyed the most perfect peace of 
soul I have ever experiencéd. This peace seemed to be a very 
speclai grace from God; at least, I considered it so and was 
deeply grateful for it. It lasted for several weeks - would that 
it remained permanent, but perhaps thet is asking for too much 
from our dear Lord. 


My health has been much better this year - and things have gone 
very much better spiritually, too, God has been very, very good 
to me in spite of all my weakness and frailty. I have tried to 
give Him all and I have tried to live the chief resolution of 
my retreat of last summer, that of giving Him my thought life 
and of trying to block out of my life ever#$hing that would 
distmmb my peace of soul and union with Him. As you may well 


surmise, Father, I have not kept the resolution perfectly. I 
have tried and I feel that I have made some progress but I 
know that there is yet much to be done. Father Robb, our 
retreat master of last summer, advised a little formula which 
if carried out honestly and sincerely, will aid one to give 
Him all. His little formula is the following: when contradict- 
ions, difficulties, temptations, anything which might upset 

or disturb the soul arise, the soul is immediately to say: 

"My Jesus, I thank You for this opportunity to prove my love 

to you; I shall offer it entirely to You." I realize that 

this in only what you have so often told me, Father; to abandon 
all to Him, to trust in Him and to confide all to Him, 


As Lent is almost here, the question of what I am going to 
sive our dear Lord is uppermost in my mind, I do wish to 

Ge raithtul and to be generous. I am renewing my retreat 
resolutions, particularly that of giving Him my thought life, 
I shall observe the prescribed fast if I am given permission, 
and I shall do my utmost to observe my rule in its entirety. 
For thepast year or more, I have not been too much with the 
community for regular prayers; sometime sthis has been because 
of health, and sometimes because of work, I find that fre- 
quently I am only too eager to find excuses to absent myself 
from community prayers and exercises. I have not been too 
faithful to retiring promptly at night, nor of rising promptly 
at regular times. I have been gigen permission to rest in the 
mornings but even with this, 1 have not been too exact about 
rising at the prescribed time although I have been given to 
take as much rest as I could. I wish th t I could arise with 
the community at five - if given permission, I shall try to do 
S00 


I would appreciate your prayers for special intentions, ‘Father, 
in regard to some problems concerning the community. i do not 
like to put these things in writing but I would appreciate 
your asking the Holy Spirit to guide me aright in them. Our 
Very Kev. Nother General arrived in Chicago this morning and 
we had reception for her in Beaverville today. She is here to 
make her visitation of the province. Many problems have arisen 
and I know they will be made know to her. Just how much I 
should state in my visit to her is a problem to me. Mother hose 
Mary's illness has had its effect upon her; she is not as keen 
as she was in regard to the problems of the province nor is 

she able to understand the difficulties of the Sistersa as she 
did formerly. This creates its own problems, too.

I don't know if you have had any recent news of Sister hary 
Nedietrix .- .ot. ast summer after the retreat, the July one 
here at Momence, Rev. other named Sister to go to St. Gall's 
snd help a little there with the cooking. Sister's condition 
gradually became worse; she was unable to hold herself erect; 
the paralysis seemed to be climghng upward; it was pitiful to 
see her. She was taken back to St. Mary's and was in bed for 
weeks. She could not stand up for any length of time at all. 
Finally it was decided that she return to Mercy Hospital in 
Chicago to see the brain specialist whom she had seen before. 
It seemed necessary for surgery again. Sister has just returned 
to Kankakee from Mercy where the doctor found her much better 
than he ever had found her; he said that no surgery was needed 
now. I haven't seen Sister sinne her return from Chicago but 
I have seen her several times during the past year. ‘Sister 
has always been grateful to me because at the time of her peb- 
petual vows, I was able to give her a little hope and consola- 
tion. I always recall that you have told me in the past, Father; 
to do all I could to guxd help her in any way. God has asked 
much of her but He was so good to her during the retreat last 
summer, She gained such intimate union with Him then that she 
simply radiated Him to anyone who came near her; one felt that 
trulyshe was living the Mass in her complete immolation to Him. 
It gave me such a thrill to see her in these dispositions for 
it has not alwasy been so with her the past few years. I am 
anxious to see her again, 


Nould you have any suggestions to five me, Father, for Lent? 

I might add that I shall try to refrain from complaints of 
any kind; frequently I find myself complaining easily. The 
fast of Lent will give me opportunity for mortification and 

I know that I need this. I pray daaly for the grace of peace 
of soul, for the grace of contemplation, for humility, confi- 
dence, obedience, conformity to God's will, fortitude and 
generosity. The peace of soul and the deep union with Hin 
which I enjoyed Christmas day and for several weeks seemed 
almost like the great grace of contemplation. Will it ever 
come, Father? It was so difficult to go from this peace and 
calm of soul and cessaiton of activity back into the rush of 
daily life with all its demands. The demands upon my time 
and energy seem to increase rather than decrease. The children 
are now so much more difficult to handle than formerly; then, 
too, many difficulties arise with the Sisters because of their 
lack of tact and understanding with the children; this has

You always seem 
to write us just when we are in need of a little encouragement. 


We are very grateful for your prayers, 
for we continue to have many problems. Our colleetions have 
been better and we have been able to pay off a good portion 
of our debts, thank God, but a good deal still remains. 


We now have a grave problem facing us 
with reyard to the hospitals Blue Cross Plan in Montana. 
The Physicians Service and Blue Cross have been combined here, 
working in the same office. The Physicians Service has 
accumulated a very large financial reserve, and the Blue Cross 
is "running on the rim* so to speak --- altho the same Director 
has managed both Plans. 


faking edvantage of our precarious 
financial situation (or so it would seem), the Doctors have 
served notice on us, stating that they wish to sell an insurance 
plan of their own. A joint-board meeting of the two Plans 
is to be held this coming Friday evening - March 7 - and 
a Hospital meeting will follow the next day. The hospitals 
will be forced to decide what they will do - whether they will 
give up the Blue Cross Plan entirely in favor of the docters' 
new proposed Plan, or whether they will try to continue with 
the Bine Cross Plan as it was originally - apart from the 
Doctors anc with offices of their own. 


We need your prayers - first, that the 
hospitals will remain united, particularly the Sisters hospitals, 
and second, that we have the right leadership. Sisters naturally 
look to docters for guidance and seem afraid to oppose them, 
even tho at times thai is unecessary. 


Pray for us, please, so that if it be 
God's Will that the Blue Cross should remain in Montana -- 
this affects the whole State and thousands of subscribers -- 
the Hospital Administrators may be inspired with the right thing 
to do and say.

Our Fr. Master was happy to receive your very nice letter 
and has given me the necessary information in order to write the 
testimonial letter in regard to liartin Wurth. 


Martin Worth was with us from July 1949 to August 1950. He 
is certainly a very good and sincere soul. He is very quiet and 
keeps the rule excellently. One slight moral defect is or rather 
was noticeable in him while here and that is a tendency to in- 
decision. It seems he has had this from his early years but we 
do not feel that it is serious or difficult to correct for he is 
very docile and obedient. 


The main reason why he left here was because of his health 
as he has surely informed you. He had one fainting spell which 
we did not think much of and he got over the indisposition resulting 
from it in a day or two. But about a week later he had another 
spell. He had just gotten outside of our churchwhen he fainted 
and aif his head on the tile covered cement floor. We sent him 
to the hospital as he did not regain consciousness. The doctor 
said that he had a hemmorrage in the head and that he had an 
enlarged vein that was weak, The restrictions required of him by 
the doctor hardly fit in with our life so he saw that there was 
nothing to do but to leave as much as he regretted to do. so. 


Since then he has been in good health and has been living a 
normal life without trouble. He wrote later on that a doctor he 
had gone to told him that the only way to be sure of the former 
diagnosis would be to open his head and have a look at it, which, 
of course, wouldn't be very practical. 


If your life isn't too strenuous, I would be happy to see 
him given a chance. I have confident hope that he would make good. 
If anything of his former illness recurred, it would, so it seems 
to us, mean the end of the religious life for him. Keep us in your 
fervent prayers.

Dearest Father of my soul in Jesus and Mary: 


Let me use some moments of this busy life to talk to you by written 
word, as I cannot do it otherwise. Oh, how my poor soul would appreaciate 
the chance to see and chat with you at length about tre most important 
problems of our life. On the other hand I feel very happy following the 
Will of God who so lovingly has ordained everything to be as they are 
at the present. I shall confess it to you alone:~at despite of being 
so imperfect and misserable,I have found already the only way for true 
human happiness-the way of the Cross-the way of Love-the Holy Will of God. 
Is not this an extraordinary present of the infinite goodness of our 
heavenly Father? How thankful must I be to HIM! 


I have been really amazed seeing and experiencing the heavenly 
Father's Love working most wondrously in my own soul as well as in souls 
of others. It was just on August 22-Feast of the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary,our dearest Mother,that my desires to see the CORDIMARIAN FILATION 
established in the States became happy reality. It was not I -unable to 
acomplish any good thing- but somebody else who did it. Father I believe 
it and I feel it this way. And it is not difficult to prove it. All I 
have to do is to look upon me and inside my soul. It will be a waisting- 
time story to go again oven things you know. As to the present,here 
are my expefiences. It has been for about two weeks that I feel something 
especial. It is the presence of God pervading this poor being of mine all 
through. It is a hard thing to be put into words. I haven't been fédling 
well physically. Just the 23 of August I had to go to the Chacery Office 
to present a second time a difficult marriage case I had been working “t 
unsuccessfully for about four months. Thanks be to God,it was approved 
at last. In coming back home by bus,I beging to feel so bad in my,head 
and stomack that I thought I was going to faint. At home I was unable 
to take anything. I just drunk a glass of bromoseltser and went to bed. 
But sicknesses occupations and tiredness are not enough to prevent the 
perfect functioning of my faculties,and the extraordinary feelings I 
try to speagk about. It is not the first time I have them,as you know, 
but they are deeper now, and the selfknowledge,taste of the divine 
presence and the peace produced by them in the soul are much greater. 
There is no to see-at least in a Clear mannner-but to be convinced and 
to feel deeply the intimate presence of an infinite being Outside but 
mostly inside my soul. It is not clearly,but as it would be hidden in 
a mist, or as a delicate touch with a light curtain only in between. 
Wish I have words to explain this better, since I am affraind of errors 
and misleadings of the enemy. Perhaps you have experienced that also. 
Thus you will undertand it better as to be able to tell me what is the 
truth of all this. 


Being professor I used to try to understand and explain the mystery 
of the most Holy Trinity by rational demostrations. I would not say that 
I understand it much better now, but yes I feel it. Till not long ago, 
I had try to cultivate in my heart a special devotion to the Three adorable 
persons of the most Holy Trinity,particularly to the Son and the Holy 
Spirit. Now my poor soul has begun to experience a powerful attraction 
towards the divine person of the Father. He has been so much forgotten: 
His sole remembrance makes me enjoy sweét and deep emotions my soul 
never felt before. I guess this is a little of that unspeakable happiness 
experienced by our Holy Fr.Founder on pronouncing. the word “FATHER".Mine 
cannot be called but a tiny beginning, of course. The same thing I have to 
confess thinking of our dearest Mother. If you jump in the lake or the sea 
what can you feel but watter? and if you are immersed-lost in the ocean of 
Her maternal love,what can you feel but love,sweet love? Oh happy love, oh 
love divine...to know and to experience what it means to live within the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary-Mother of God and mine! Dear: Father,as I try to 
write all this my poor heart keeps repeating Mother...and my arms feel 
daunted so I had to stop three times already.(I got to recover a little 
from a short distraction). Because of my many and great imperfections and 
my beig such a bad son to HIM and to HER I some times think that all this 
must be an illusion or a trick of the devil. But it comes to mind that 
St.Theresa knew how imperfect souls can receive extraordinary favors from 
heaven. Besides I use to feel a deep interior assuramce that it is from 
God. At least the effects seem to be very profitable to my soul. Though 
still I am at times a little affraid of the snares of the enemy. Can you 
tell me please how should I behave in all these occasions? let my 
heart to be taken awy by this love? or do you want me to flyoway from it? 
And if I am in somebody else's company how should I act? 


Going back again to that about the Cordimatian Filiation I cannot but 
say that it was the Immaculate Heart of our Blessed Mother herself the 
real establisher of the Institute here. Besides the external examination 
of facts I have an interior assurance so strong that it would be very 
difficult for anybody-except my Director-to make me believe otherwise.

The 
plans was for me to return to Momence the following day in the evening for the 
second week of Vacation.In truth my idea was to get ih to some peaceful place 
where to pray and do some important writing, which I find hard to do here. 
But then I saw Fr.Superior feeling bad physically, so I decided to renounce 
to that outing,and to remain here doing my best in everithing. Then also we 
‘heard of Fr.Provincial's coming for the Visitation, which meant for me mre 
work to keep busy with. 


It was something unexpected and almost unbelievable-for unwothiness and 
inexperience on my side-untill it came to happen.

Especially for those who didn't go or are not going to catholic School, 
6-To begin soon a series of lectures on faily life for married and engaged 
couples. 
For all these of course I hav ¢ to count on Fr.Pastor's approval,who will 
determine also the vlace for the gatherrings,ete. 
Hope other organizations will come after these,untill the Mission is perfect- 
ly organized, as it is the desire of our Superiors.

And I want somebody to translate our clare- 
tian litterature into good English, and also some outsiders able and willing 
to write about the Claretians and their works,like soem other Orders have. 

+-That would prepare you to become professor at the same time that you are 
assistant. This broadens the road of your activities, while it would for 
sure incrése the material help to the Congregation. : 

Taking appropriate subjects (English, Philosophy ,Psychology),I would have 
a better preparation to write on the matters above-mentioned.
